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installing batteries 


Your Lock 'N Safe requires three AA batteries (not 
included, available at RadioShack). 


1 . Remove battery 
compartment cover 
on the bottom of 
the safe. 


3. Replace the cover 
and secure with 
the screw. 




2. Insert batteries in the compartment, 
matching the polarity symbols (+ and -) 
marked inside. 


battery notes 

• Use only fresh batteries of the required size and 
recommended type. 

• Do not mix batteries of different types 
capacities, or chemistry. 


• If your Lock 'N Safe does not respond to your 
commands, replace the batteries. 


Thank you for purchasing the RadioShack 
Voice Password Lock'N Safe. It stores your favorite 
items and the coin slot at the top allows you to use 
it as a piggy bank. The safe can be opened with a 
secret code or voice password. Just simply record 
your voice password in a quiet place and use it 
later when you want to open the safe. 


• If you do not plan to use the safe for several 
weeks, remove the batteries. Batteries can leak 
chemicals that can destroy electronic parts. 

• Dispose of batteries promptly and properly. Do 
not burn or bury them.

Voice Password Lock 'N Safe

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1. Open the safe. Make sure the time appears on 
the display. Hold down SET for two seconds. 
Minute flashes. 

2. Press TIME to set current minute, and then 
press SET to store. Hour flashes. 

3. Press TIME to set current hour and press SET to 
store. The safe returns to the time mode.

opening your safe with your secret code 

You must enter a secret, four-number code to 
open the safe. The preset code is 0-1 -0-3. You can 
change the code to any four numbers between 
zero and 20. See "Changing the Code" on the next 
page. 

1 . Press CODE. The display shows the number for 
the present dial position. The 1 flashes in the 
display to indicate it is time to select the first 
number. 

2. Turn the dial either direction until the first 
number of the code appears. When you find 
the number you want, turn the dial once in 
the opposite direction to set it. The number 2 
flashes in the display. 

3. Turn the dial in the direction of the arrows to 
the second number of your code. Turn the dial 
once in the opposite direction to set it. The 
number 3 flashes in the display. 

4. Repeat Steps 2 and 3 until you have set all four 
numbers. Remember to click the dial once in 
the opposite direction to set the code. 

6. When you've set the correct code, the safe will 
tell you. Open the door within five seconds. 



viewing your secret code 

1 . While the door is open and the time is 
displayed, press the CODE button. The display 
changes to "CODE." 

2. Press CODE again. The display shows the first 
number of the code. 

3. Press CODE repeatedly to show the other three 
numbers one by one.

changing your secret code 

1 . Open the safe. Be sure the time appears on the 
display. 

2. Press the CODE button. The LCD shows CODE. 

3. Hold down the SET button inside the safe for 
about two seconds until the display shows the 
number of the current dial position. 

4. Turn the dial in either direction to select your 
first secret number and then press the CODE 
button to store it. 

5. Repeat the above step to set the other three 
secret numbers. The safe says "accepted" after 
you store each number. The safe then returns 
to the time mode. 



if you press the CLEAR or TIME buttons, 
or do not press any key for about a 
minute while setting the code, the 
display returns to the time mode and the 
codes are not saved. 
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using a secret password 
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hints and tips 



recording your secret password 


opening the safe with your secret password 


1. Find a quiet place to record your secret 
password to ensure the safe records it 
correctly. 


2. Hold down CODE. The safe says, 
"Record your password." Keep 
holding down the CODE button. 



3. After two beeps, when the yellow indicator 
stops flashing but is still illuminated, speak your 
secret password into the microphone within 
two seconds. 


The safe tells you if 
your password was 
recorded successfully. 




If it has not been 
recorded, the safe tells 
you to try again. Repeat 
the above steps. 




1. Hold down CODE. 

2. After the safe says, "Password please," two beeps will sound and the 
yellow indicator will light. Speak your password into the microphone 
within two seconds. 

3. If your password is correct, the green indicator flashes, a tone sounds, 
and the safe says, "Hurray! You get it!" The LCD shows "OK." 

4. Release CODE and open the door within five seconds. 

5. If the password is incorrect, the safe announces, "Password is not 
correct. Try again." 
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caring for your safe 



• Keep the Lock'N Safe dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry immediately. 

• Use and store the Lock'N Safe only in normal temperature environments. 

• Handle the Lock'N Safe carefully; do not drop it. 

• Keep the Lock'N Safe away from dust and dirt, and wipe it with a damp cloth 
occasionally to keep it looking new. 

• If your Lock'N Safe is not performing as it should, take it to your local 
RadioShack store for assistance. To locate your nearest RadioShack, use 
the store locator feature on RadioShack's website (www.radioshack.com), 
or call 1-800-The Shack (843-7422) and follow the menu options. Modifying 
or tampering with the Lock'N Safe's internal components can cause a 
malfunction and might invalidate its warranty. 




• When setting your password, always turn the 
dial in the same direction as the yellow lights 
to select a number. Turn it in the opposite 
direction to lock the number. 

• Your Lock'N Safe beeps every few seconds to 
remind you that the door is open. Close the 
door to stop the beeping. 

• When using a code, the Lock'N Safe 
remembers the number of failed attempts. 
When you finally open the Lock'N Safe with 
the correct code, the Lock'N Safe announces 
how many intruders (up to five ) have tried to 
open it. For example, if there have been three 
failed attempts, the Lock'N Safe says, "Three 
intruders. Welcome back!" If there have been 
no failed attempts, the Lock'N Safe simply says 
"Welcome backi" 

• If you forget your voice password or want to 
change it, open the door using the four-digit 
code and press the CLEAR button inside the 
door after the time appears on the display. The 
current password is cleared and the Lock'N 
Safe says, "Record your password once again." 

• Sometimes, your voice password might not 
be accepted if you say the correct word faster 
or slower than the recorded password. Try it 
again at the correct speed. Or, you may have 
started recording earlier or later than necessary. 
Say your password soon after you see the 
indicators. Your voice may also be unclear or 
too soft. Move closer, speak louder, and try 
again in a quiet environment. 

• If the Lock'N Safe does not accept your 
password during use, remove the batteries. 
Press CODE once and then replace the 
batteries. Your password is cleared and the 
code is reset to 0-1 -0-3. 

• When your code or password is incorrect, the 
safe will tell you. 

• You have three chances to speak your 
password. If you fail at the third try, the safe 
sounds an alarm and announces "Access 
denied; who are you?"
